Nebraska's «ro\vin« cloctm-al 


have assurance through acquiMlion ol an ad- 
ditional 100,000 kilowatts ol cheap electricity 
generated at the hu«e dams on the upper 
Missouri llivcr in the Dakotas. 


A contract lor that amount of power has 


been signed by the Nebraska Public Power 
System and the Interior Department. 


Better still, the bulk of this additional 


J00,000 kilowatts of electricity will become 
available in the immediate foreseeable fu- 
ture, thus minimi/ing although not solving 
the emergencies 
created 
by the 
steadily 


mounting load necessary to satisfy Nebraska's 
electrical needs over the immediate years 
ahead. There is assurance to the rural elec- 
trification districts supplying electricity to 
thousands of Nebraska farm homes—and to 
towns and cities—that as their needs increase, 
the power will be available. 
That contem- 


plates, of course, the construction of addi- 
tional steam plant lacilities. 


The Nebraska contract, however, docs nut 


and has not presented any acid test for the 
so-called "new power policy" initiated by 
the Department of Interior under Secretary 
McKay. Nebraska is a public power slate— 
the only completely public power state in the 
Union. As such, there could be no issue be- 
tween the private utilities and the prefer- 


ential customers, the latter including both ur- 
ban and rural distributing aRencies vrgani/A'd 
as pubhc bodies. 


There was still one unanswered question in 


connection with this acquisition of 100,000 
kilowatts of electricity allocated to and con- 
tracted for by the Nebraska Public Power 
System. Who is to build the transmission 
lines leading from the dams and their gen- 
crating 
installations to the 
load centers? 


When the answer to the question comes, there 
will be a clearer conception of Interior's 
power policy. Uncle Sam has(bcen financing 
the construction of these transmission lines 
on a lemibursable basis, lending the neces- 
sary funds which 
are 
paid 
back to the 


treasury over a period of time. 
It has been 


Hie reduction in appropriations for tiansmis- 
smn lines that has aroused apprehension with 
respect lo the piesent policies of the Interior 
Department scaiceiv less than the fear that 
the so-called prekrential groups might find 
themselves snipped of their rights under 
long-standing practice. 


The importance of those transmission lines 


cannot be o\eremphasi/.ed. They deliver the 
juice to the load centers. 


They arc an important part—or rather, ihe 


financing of them is an important part of the 
public power program, 


The issue !s Joined 


It appeared Friday that at long last, the 


brawl between Sen. McCarthy and the Army 
was getting places.

To put it bluntly, any 
President who lets it be known that he won't 
be around after his current term of office ends, 
in addition 
to the very crushing burdens 


which naturally fall lo the President must 
reckon with the ambitions of men who would 
like to be President. The general rule has 
been to wait until a few weeks or a few 
months in advance of the parly nominating 
convention, or the primaries in Ihose slates 
which hold primaries, before disclosing one's 
intentions. 


he \\as going to continue to get information 
from within the government wherever he can 
and protect the source of that information. 


"I hope to remain in the Senate and see 


many Presidents come and go." McCarthy 
added. 
"Regardless of \\ho is in the White 


House—and there is nothing personal in-

The Denver Post is an admirable news- 


paper snd well qualified by nature to keep 
track of the details of this world for its sub- 
scribers. It has a thousand eyes full of the 
happy glint of inquiry, and is interested in 
everything. Lately it performed a service by 
looking into the retired life of famous pens— 
the kind used by dignitaries to sign docu- 
rr.ems which at the moment are expected to 
have an everlasting effect upon life. 


Its conclusion was that no ordmaiT pen 


ought to aspire to be one of that great docu- 
mentary variety and will live more usefully 
£r.d profitably making out grocery lists or 
writing family letters. 
Those few that get 


photographed in the hands of Presidents and 
other big men generally go broke afterward 
and either languish forgotten in a museum 
drawer or get thrown at length into some 
garbage can. Very few of them live a full 
life and die rich in ink and words. 


The fault does not seem to be in the pens 


but in the bad judgment of people. 
Most 


of the events judged important at the mo- 
ment turn out to be too trivial even for his- 
tory to recall, while the events that actuallv 
change life too frequently are born without 
benefit either of pens or famous people. Like 
Topsy. they never "git born. 
They just 


growed."'

There is an ironic twist in the 


case of Val Lorwm. the State De- 
partment official indicted as a 
r e s u l t of Sen. McCarthy's 
charges, but whose indictment 
has now been quashed.

Carthy of being- a Communist, 
and although 
No. 64 on Mc- 


Carthy's list of 81 alleged State 
Department Communists. . Lor- 
win. at that particular time, was 
on leave from the State Depart- 
ment and in France writing: a 
book on the Communist pene- 
tration of French Labor Unions. 


He had been an OSS expert on 


labor during the war and was 


j'ieked by Harvard University to 
go to France to make his study. 
His book on the skillful way in 
which Communists have pene- 
trated the French labor move- 
ment will be published in about 
a month.

McCarthy's list of 81 alleged 
State 
Department Communists 


why has been indicted. McCarthy 
first charged at Wheeling, W. Va..

The 
Justice Department attorney Wil- 
liam Gallagher, whom Olney sus- 
pended for bringing the false in- 
dictment, is a Republican ap- 
pointed to the Justice Department 
during the Truman administra- 
tion. 


After Olney had moved to dis- 


miss the falsely procured indict- 
ment, 'Jiggs> Donohue, attorney 
for Lorwm. suggested: 


"It seems to me the least the 


Justice Department can do is 
apologize to this man. Nothing 
can ever pay him back the money 
he has lost, nor compensate for 
the heartaches he has suffered. 
Wherever he goes, he will have 
to explain that he was once un- 
der indictment. The least the de- 
partment can do is apologize." 


Olney replied that he was not 


able to give an apology. He did 
not say so. but it is reported he 
did not have clearance from his 
superiors.

Five years after the hymn was 
published, he became Dean of Gloucester and the 
same year he was appointed Bishop of Exeter. 
He retired in 1900 and died in 1906. 


Bishop Bickersteth wrote another vary popular 


hymn entitled "Peace, Perfect Peace", which was 
suggested to him one summer while he was on 
an outing at Herrogate. England, and heard a 
sermon on the third verse of the 
twenty-sixth
